General regret was expressed 
throughout the town when it became 
known on Sunday afternoon that 
John Petroski had passed away in 
Coleman hospital. 

During June deceased was injured 
in the McGillivray mine, being badly 
squeezed by a ,rock fall, and after 
undergoing treatment he was dis¬ 
charged on July J. Recently he was 
taken ill, and re-admitted to hospital 
last week, suffering from pleurisy. Up 
until Sunday he appeared to be pro¬ 
gressing towards recovery, and was 
quite cheerful, taking his meals as 
usual on Sunday. About noon he com¬ 
plained of feeling himself sinking, re¬ 
marking to a patient in the next bed 
that he felt he was done. 

Everything possible was done lo 
stimulate him, but he began to sink 
fast and passed away at 2 p.m. He 
was 36 years of age, and is survived 
by his wife and three children. 

Deceased was of Polish nationality, 
and was highly thought of in town, 
having worked here for many ^ears.

COLEMAN, Aug. 13.—An interesting r 
spot a short distance west of Coleman c 
is the Star Creek Fox Farm, owned by t 
A. Beck. Though having been started 1 
a couple of years ago, comparatively t 
little is known by the people of Cole- s 
man of thjp industry and the progress 1 
made, for at the present time there are 1 
33 black foxes each worth on an aver¬ 
age at least $600, and requiring almost ' 
as much care as young children. 

The farm is ideally located for the 
purpose, being well sheltered, and the 
foxes have been kept in a remarkably 
healthy condition. It is of interest to 
note the various items that enter into 
the dally menu. In a specially built 
kitchen convenient to the pens Mr. 
Beck prepares his meals, which include 
fresh meat, eggs, fish, charcoal, cake 
and other enticing tit-bits which are 
especially appreciated by such fastid¬ 
ious animals as black foxes, and their 
menu has to be watched Just as care¬ 
fully as that of growing babies. 

StUl Wild 

Though bred in captivity, the animals 
letain their natural wildness, and if a 
stranger visits the pens the foxes Im¬ 
mediately retire to the farthest corn¬ 
ers and with furtive eyes carefully 
watch every move. 

'Government inspection is made every 
year by an expert, and every fox 1st 
marked by a tattooing of the ear with a' 
distinctive mark, and registered, and 
any that are not up to standard are I 
kept on a suspended list. If subse¬ 
quently they do not mature up to the! 
standard, they are culled, which ma¬ 
terially reduces tuelp value. j 

A very interesting hour can be spent 
in visiting the farm, and it is surprls- | 
ing the amount of work entailed in car¬ 
ing for a family such as Mr. Beck has.

; Maurice Drouhln, Noted French

Orly, France.—Another attempt to 
fly from Parts to New York ended in 
disaster before it bad even begun.

Montreal.—Canadian railroads are 
completing plans for moving the 44,- 
000 harvesters called from Eastern 
Canada to help harvest the expected 
record wheat prop in the West. 

The Canadian Pacific started its 
first excursion from the Quebec dis¬ 
trict on August 14, and one from New 
Brunswick, August 10. The fare 
from stations in Ontario and Quebec 
is to be $15, and from points in New 
Brunswick, St. John, and west, $20 
to Winnipeg, plus half a cent a mile 
beyond all points in Manitoba, Sas- 
i katchewan and Alberta, to and in¬ 
cluding Edmonton, Calgary and Mac- 
leod. 

The harvesters are all destined to 
Winnipeg, whence special arrange¬ 
ments have been made for their 
speedy distribution to points in the 
West where they are most needed. 

Return fares are st at $20 from 
Winnipeg to points in Ontario and 
Quebec, and $25 to New Brunswick, 
plus the half-cent-a-mile-rate to Win¬ 
nipeg from points in the West. 

The Canadian National will run its 
harvester excursions from August 9 
[ j to August 31. Special provision will 
‘ be made for the care of families trav- 
; elling on harvester excursions over 
' the Canadian National System. 

Preparations are practically com- 
i pleted by the railroads for move- 
; ments of the new harvest. The Cana¬ 
dian Pacific has set aside more than 
40,000 box cars for the movement, a 
much greater number than in any 
previous year. Seventy-nine great en¬ 
gines have been loaned by Eastern 
j lines, 13 of these new locomotives 
i being of the Mikado type with both 
superheater and feed water attach¬ 
ments.

Grain carriers 
across the Lakes are moving east an 
average of 1,240,000 bushels a day. 


London, Eng.—“I am going back 
better-pleased than ever that I am a 
British citizen," declared Premier G.

But for permanent improvements such as sidewalks, 
roads, or public utilities of any kind, sums far iu excess of 
the curre^ year’s revenue must he expended if a real job 
is to be don?. The practice in most mining towns is to do 
what is required each year, for histoiy reccids that they oc¬ 
casionally blow up (comparatively speaking) overnight.| 
But there is good reason to believe in the future of Coleman 
sufficiently to make provision for improvements of a per¬ 
manent nature. With two coal companies whese invested 
capital is sufficient to indicate their faith in this coal pro¬ 
ducing area for many decades, it would be reasonable for 
the council and the school boaidto make provision for de* 
velopment considerably in advance of day-to-day require¬ 
ments. It is the piecemeal policy which has the tendency 
to retard progress. 

A little more faith in the future and its possibilities, a 
little more imagination, and a little more vision would be 
beneficial to the town as a whole.
